Washington, February 20 — Senator 
Frye’s amondinent to the sundry civil bill, 
which provides for tha building of the 
Pacific cable by an American corporation, 
with a subsidy from tho Government, will 
he amended in the Appropriution Com- 
mittee to insure the manufacture of the 
cable, which will be laid, in this country.
